Following 
their training period, the candidates will join 500 troops under WONG 
Ching-fung (ena), who is described as a former Chinese leader in Burma 
during the Second World War. WONG's troops will eooperate with the

border. The purpose of the trip was to negotiate with the Karens for 
closer military cooperation in that area. Due to the rigid police control 
of the border, CH'IEN and HAN were unable to make contact with the Karens 
and returned to Bangkok.
